State  Superintendent  Charles  A.  Leo 
has  recently  issued  new  teaching  re¬ 
quirements  effective  in  September  of 
this  year  and  in  September  1928  con¬ 
cerning  teachers  of  elementary  schools. 

According  to  Mr.  Loo’s  new  order 
all  teachers  employed  in  the  elemen¬ 
tary  schools  after  September  15,  1927 
in  first,  second  anil  third  class  city, 
town  and  consolidated  districts  shall 
have  completed  a  minimum  of  two 
years  of  college  work  in  a  standard  in¬ 
stitution  prepared  to  give  proper  train¬ 
ing  for  teachers.  Mr.  Loo  adds  that 
all  teachers  employed  in  tlio  elemen¬ 
tary  schools  after  this  date  shall  in¬ 
sofar  as  possible  meet  tlio  specific  re¬ 
quirements  which  lie  lists  and  all  teach¬ 
ers  employed  in  elementary  schools 
after  September  15,  1928  must  meet 
these  requirements  in  full. 

All  teachers  now  teaching  in  tho  ele¬ 
mentary  schools,  according  to  Air.  Lee, 
shall  bo  considered  qualified  to  con¬ 
tinue  t caching  in  similar  positions  in 
tlio  elementary  schools  provided  they 
attend  school  for  at  least  a  part  of 
oaeli  year  and  complete  at  least  six 
semester  hours  of  credit.  Ho  states 
that  all  college  credit  earned  in  this 
manner  should  bo  selected  from  the 
followin  requirements:

Fifty  Students 
Visit  St.  Joseph 
On  a  Field  Trip 

Seven  Industries  Studied  as  Part  of  | 

Regular  Commerce  Department  Out-  [ 

ing  Hold  Last  Wednesday. — Mr.  Eek 

and  Miss  Jamos  Go. 

Some  fifty  students  of  the  College 
commerce  department  spent  last  AA’cil- 
nesday  on  a  field  trip  to  a  number  of 
St.  Joseph  industries.  Seven  places 
were  visited  in  nil,  and  tlio  trip,  which 
is  .-iscmi-annual  sojourn  of  students  of 
t lie  commerce  department,  was  pro¬ 
nounced  one  of  the  most  successful  ever 
hold. 

The  students  were  accompanied  by 
Air.  Eek,  chairman  of  tlio  commerce  de¬ 
partment,  and  Aliss  James,  a  teacher 
in  the  department.  Tlio  trip  was  made 
in  automobiles. 

Tho  class  first  visited  tlio  Roberts 
Cone  Manufacturing  Company,  where 
they  saw  how  ice  cream  cones  are  made. 
From  the  cone  company  they  were 
shown  about  tho  Goetz  Brewing  Com¬ 
pany,  makers  of  Country  Club.  This 
plant  was  one  of  tlio  most  interesting 
of  tho  places  visited  and  while  there 
the  students  saw  500  barrels  of  Coun¬ 
try  Club  in  the  making.  Tho  bottling 
and  capping  of  tlio  brow  was  another 
feature  of  the  company.  From  there 
tho  class  was  conducted  through  the 
American  National  Bank  where  they 
learned  many  features  of  banking 
which  they  did  not  suspect.  One  was 
that  the  savings  accounts  of  banks 
had  raised  greatly  since  prohibition  in 
1919.  They  saw  tho  huge  manganese 
steel  door  which  weighs  18  tons  and 
is  set  so  that  is  can  bo  moved  with  the 
little  finger.  From  here  the  class  was 
adjourned  until  one  o’clock. 

Shirt  Factory  Visited 

The  first  place  the  class  visited  in 
the  afternoon  was  the  R.  L.  AfcDonald 
Shirt  Manufacturing  Company.  Hero 
men  were  cutting  out  patterns,  ,75  as 
a  time  with  a  knife  run  by  electricity. 
On  tlie  lower  floors  women  were  sew¬ 
ing  the  pieces  together  to  form  shirts, 
army  trousers  and  overalls.  One  of  tlie 
class  remarked  that  it  must  bo  tire¬ 
some  to  sit  there  and  listen  to  tlie  ma¬ 
chines  all  t lie  time.  Ono  of  tlie  workers 
said,  “Oil,  there  is  good  money  in  ft.” 
She  confided  that  she  ot  llVic  per 
dozen  turned  out.  Tho  women  turn  out 
from  50  to  100  dozen  each  per  day.

Dr.  Edwin  E.  Slosson,  author,  scien¬ 
tist,  journalist,  will  deliver  a  locturo  at 
the  College  next  Tuesday  night  on 
“How  Genius  AVorks.”  It  has  long 
been  tlio  policy  of  the  College  to  bring 
leading  lecturers  to  the  school  several 
times  oaeli  year,  and  summer  students 
this  year  will  have  an  opportunity  to 
hear  a  man  who  is  without  peer  in  his 
field. 

Students  of  tlio  College  may  be  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  lecture  on  presentation 
of  a  major  coupon  or  their  Tower  cou¬ 
pon.  Tiiis  is  the  only  time'  during  tlie 
quarter  when  the  Tower  coupon  will 
bo  acceptable  for  anything  other  than 
a  one-third  payment  on  the  yearbook. 

Dr.  Slosson  has  written  many  books 
and  numerous  special  magazine  and 
newspaper  articles.  For  a  number  of 
years  he  was  literary  editor  of  the  In¬ 
dependent.  Ho  was  in  school  work  also, 
being  a  professor  of  chemistry  at  the 
University  of  AA'yomiiig  for  several 
years,  and  later  being  connected  with 
the  faculty  of  the  Pulitzer  School  of 
Journalism,  Columbia  University,  New 
York. 

Dr.' Slosson  is  at  present  director  of 
Scionco  Service,  a  scientific  news-gath¬ 
ering  bureau  in  Washington,  D.  C.

Tlie  book  had 
its  beginning  when  Dr.  Slosson  began 
playing  a  game  of  personalities  with  tlio 
ads  in  tho  personal  column  of  the  Lon¬ 
don  Times.  Becoming  convinced  that 
the  game  might  be  of  use  in  determin¬ 
ing  tho  power  of  imagination  in  liter¬ 
ary  students,  ho  pursuaded  Dr.  Downey 
to  try  out  tho  idoa  in  hor  classes  at  the 
University  of  Wyoming,  which  she  did 
with  particular  succoss.  .  Tlio  book  is 
of  spocial  interest  to  those  who  lmvo 
tried  or  who  wish  to  try  tlie  writing 
game.

DOES  EDUCATION  ENCOURAGE  MEDIOCRITY? 

The  American  education,  through  high  school  and  college, 
is  more  of  a  routine  procedure  calculated  to  encourage  mediocrity 
than  a  source  of  intellectual  stimulus  and  growth  is  the  serious 
indictment  brought  by  the  Carnegie  Foundation  for  the  Advance¬ 
ment  of  Teaching  in  its  recent  bulletin.  The  bulletin  is  a  compari¬ 
son  of,  “The  Quality  of  the  Educational  Process  in  the  United 
States  and  Europe,”  and  represents  a  study  of  the  subject  by  Dr. 
William  S.  Learned  of  the  foundation  staff. 

The  Northwest  Missourian  is  reprinting  here  a  portion  of  the 
bulletin  without  comment  other  than  the  suggestion  that  the  material 
contained  is  worthy  of  profound  consideration  by  every  student 
and  by  every  education.  If  individual  development  is  being  hamper¬ 
ed  by  standardized  educational  processes  under  the  pressure  of 
demand  for  quantity  production,  it  is  high  time  that  corrective 
measure  be  sought.  If  such  charges  are  untrue  it  is  well  for  us 
to  know  why  they  are  unwarranted.  It  might  be  well  for  college 
students  to  analyze  their  own  particular  cases  and  to  see  how 
modern  educational  methods  are  effecting  them. 

Dr.  Learned  finds  that  the  American  'system  is  piecemeal 
throughout;  that  it  ^concerned  with  the  making  of  credits,  the  per¬ 
formance  of  set  tasks  and  with  doing  what  teacher  would  like  to 
have  done.  It  is  not,  as  he  thinks  it  should  be  and  as  it  is  found 
to  be  in  European  countries,  something  of  an  individual  venture 
into  new  realms  of  mind,  holding,  however,  definite  objectives  and 
following  a  logically  charted  course.  The  English  tutorial  system, 
an  adaptation  of  which  has  been  made  at  Harvard  and  a  few  other- 
American  institutions,  seems  to  be  Dr.  Learned’s  ideal  for  higher 
education. 

“In  .the  American  classroom,  gloss  it  over  as  one  will,  the  stu¬ 
dent  labors  not  to  educate  himself  but  to  satisfy  a  master  who  de¬ 
vises  a  series  of  obligations  that  may  range  from  the  impossibility 
difficult  to  the  ridiculously  easy,  and  that  may  have  little  to  do 
with  the  current  mental  requirements  of  some  or  all  of  the  class,” 
says  the  bulletin. 

“In  the  French  classroom,  on  the  other  hand,  the  professor  en¬ 
deavors  clearly  to  envisage  the  goal  toward  which  the  student  is  al¬ 
ready  consciously  pressing,  and  to  give  him  that  which  in  his  judg¬ 
ment  and  experience  will  best  aid  him  in  its  attainment.  The 
_  student  does  not  have  his  eye  primarily  on  the  teacher ;  both  student 
and  teacher  have  in  view  an  objective  already  definitely  fixed,  an 
objective  thoroughly  understood  by  the  latter  and  eagerly  desired 
by  the  former. ,  What  the  student  does  with  the  professor’s  wisdom 
is  his  own  affair;  it  is  precisely  in  deciding  what  to  do  with  it — 
evaluating,  comparing,  relating  it  to  his  ultimate  purpose — that 
he  gets  his  education.  Our  failure  at  this  point  to  capitalize  the 
intellectual  vision,  energy  and  enthusiasm  of  young  minds  trying 
to  get  their  bearings  is  appalling.  It  is  certainly  responsible  for 
much  that  is  wrong  with  our  higher  education. 


ENGLISH  BOY  HAS  EVE  AHEAD 


“The  noteworthy  trait  of  an  educational  system  organized  as 
in  England  is  its  lucidity.  At  each  of  four  successive  stages  the 
English  boy  with  his  foot  on  the  threshold  knows  whither  he  is 
bound  and  what  lies  beyond.  His  task  is  presented  to  him  in  such 
form  as  to  inspire  him  intellectually  if  he  is  susceptible  to  such 
inspiration;  if  not,  the  inference  is  that  he  does  not  belong  in  the 
university.  This  is  surely  in  singular  contrast  with  the  conditions' 
that  prevail  at  almost  every  step  of  the  American  educational 


"An  integral  whole,  completely  distinct  from  college  or  univer¬ 
sity  work,  is  the  universal  European  reply  to  the  question  of  sec¬ 
ondary  school  organization.  The  wisdom  of  this  policy  is  only  too 
clear,  and  need  scarcely  be  reiterated.  In  America,  we  begin  the 
process  of  adolescent  education  in  the  elementary  school,  and  more 
often  ignore  altogether  the  important  early  years;  we  demand  six¬ 
teen  sacrosanct  ‘units’  of  credit  in  four  years  of  high  school  at¬ 
tendance;  then  we  let  the  college,  impatient  to  be  doing  something 
else,  bring  the  task  to  a  completion  which  it  never  defines.  The 
result  is  a  figure  with  knees  on  the  earth,  head  in  the  clouds,  and  a 
torso  blindly  groping  between. 

“Fortunately  the  end  of  this  anomaly  is  fairly  in  sight,  The 
junior  high  school  program  adds  two  years  at  the  bottom  while 
the  junior  college  movement  affixes  two  years  at  the  top  of  out 
familiar  four-year  institution,  and  we  are  sufficiently  pledged  to 
both  innovations  to  give  us  a  secure  basis  for  thorough  experiment. 

"Under  our  system  secondary  ant|  collegiate  years  are  not 
planned  to  constitute  a  whole — the  harmonious  and  consistent  de- 
.  velopment  of  a  single  mind.  The  student  gropes  his  way  from 
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year  to  year  without  inducement  to  look  ahead 
JUGGLING  OF  "CREDITS” 

"To  the  democratic  philosophy  that  ever  one  can  and  should 
go  through  college  the  college  has  responded  to  becoming  the  sort 
of  institution  through  which  any  and  every  oie  can  go.  Students 
who  would  be  hopeless  in  coping  with  a  real  intellectual  task  have 
little  difficulty,  by  skillful  selection  of  courses  and  instructors,  in 
accumulating  term  by  term  the  ‘credits’  necessary  to  keep  them¬ 
selves  afloat.  Both  the  stupid  grind  and  the  clever  shirk  are  cap¬ 
able  of  this  without  resorting  to  serious  processes  of  thought  which 
require  persistence,  deliberation,  and  perspective. 

"Tutorial  instruction  in  England  focuses  attention  on  the  able 
man,  while  yet  giving  the  weaker  student  alj  that  he  can  assimilate. 
The  lower  schools  send  word  to  their  favoied  colleges  that  certain 
exceptional  students  are  coming  up.  The  teachers  in  the  schools, 
after  watching  and  working  with  these  mihds  as  a  trainer  tends 
and  studies  a  young  horse,  are  awarded  by  their  success  in  the 
scholarship  examinations.  Such  material  is  scizcd  upon  at  once  by 
the  college  tutors  and  provided  .with  a  congenjal  spiritual  home. 

“Of  course  the  American  university  does  this  likewise.  Our 
schools  are  scoured  for  promising  candidates,  who,  when  they  are 
safely  landed,  are  turned  over  to  the  most  remarkable  tutorial  or¬ 
ganization  in  existence,  exemplifying  in  high  degree  all  the  ele¬ 
ments  enumerated  above.  Unfortunately,  however,  this  commend¬ 
able  treatment  is  confined  to  athletic  material;  The  student  of  in¬ 
tellectual  parts,  for  whom  these  same  institutions  theoretically  exist, 
appears  at  the  gate  unsought  and  unheralded.  Neither  president, 
nor  dean,  nor  professor,  nor  instructor,  has  serious  intellectual  con¬ 
tact  with  any  one  of  them  individually  except  in  an  irregular  or 
accidental  way.(  j 

"In  England  the  final  examination  is!  taken  seriously  as  an 
integral  part  of  the  educational  process;  to  omit  it  would  be  to  cut 
the  nerves  of  the  preparation,  that  has  gonL  before.

"Under  normal  conditions  the  English  tutor  is  a  mature  scholar, 
fully  comparable  with  our  better  professional  groups.  In  addition 
he  has  skill,  experience  and  interest  in  dealing  with  expanding 
minds.  He  often  concerns  himself  brilliantly  with  research,  ’  but 
thinks  of  learning  primarily  in  its  relation  to  a  young  and  active 
inquirer.

Tlie  logical  way  oil  lining  tins  would 
be  to  require  nt  tlie  end  of  four  years 
of  college  a  certificate  of  certain  de¬ 
finite  work  in  a  specialized  line  done 
during  tlie  summer  vacations.  Some 
of  tlie  schools  in  our  own  university 
arc  using  this  method  now  for  certain 
degrees.
